AN ARMED REBELLION 


PLACED IN POLAND 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 28.—Ac-

CHILDREN'S BILL OF PARE. 
Curious T»bl« Which Wat 9urnl*h«d 


by Woman School Xnapwstor 


of London. 


The decision of the board of educa- 


tion that children under five Ought not 
to be sent to school is on the saie side, 
although much adverse criticism has 
been poured upon It, says the Church 
Eclectic. By way of answer to these 
crltK-s the board haa Issued a volume 
conta'uing a memorandum 
by their 


chief inspector of elementary schools, 
and reports by flve women inspectors 
who had been instructed to Inquire In- 
to tho whole matter. The chief inspect 
tor's summary verdtot is that "there is 
no intellectual advantage from school 
Instruction under flve," and "that un- 
suitable rather than insufficient feed- 
ing is responsible for sickly 
chil- 


dren." With reference to this latter 
point there Is a curious table furnished 
by one of the women inspectors, giv- 
ing the choice of 46 children who 
were asked what they would buy for 
dlnnar if provided with a penny and 
told to purchase it themselves. 


Thirteen chose fish and potatoes; 


flve, fish only; flve, potatoes only; two, 
peas and potatoes; three, pease pud- 
din;;; flve, soup; two, meat and pota- 
toes; four, pudding; one, Christmas 
pudding; 
one, apple 
pte; 
one, jam 


roll; one, Jam tart; one, rice, 
one, 


chese; one, apples. 


Pickles and even raw onions figure 


largely in the diet of the slum chil- 
dren -of London, and for this the ig- 
norance of the mothers is clearly to 
blame.
